“With the closing of offices of the 
Mercantile detective agency in Phil­

and other cities in the state,'’ said 
J. Borton Weeks, president of the 
Keystone automobile club, "a great 
victory has been achieved by the 
club through the cooperation of the 
press. 
“Early this year we learned of the 
operations of Mercantile detective 
agency agents in Montgomery coun­ 
ty, and our investigation disclosed 
that ‘service contracts' were being

property damage insurance.

agency had protected itself by print­ 
ing on the contract, 'This Is not a i 
policy of insurance,’ but in every in­ 
stance that came to our attention 
the holders of the contracts believed 
they had purchased insurance.

Changhai, Nov 4 (AP)—By land, 
water and air the Nationalist gov­

against the communist and bandit 
hordes which have ravaged the cen­ 
tral provinces for months and con­ 
stitute the principal obstacle to Nan­

throughout China. 
Legions of infantrymen number­ 
ing more than 100.000 were dis­ 
patched to the provinces of Hunan 
and Kiangsi with orders to rescue 
the populace from the grip of the

sent to Nanchange, Kiangsl, to serve 
as eyes for the infantry.

gunboats were dispatched Into the 
inland watery of Poyang lake. Ki- 
angsi and Tungting lake. Hunan, 
around whose borders the Reds have 
been active 
The armed vessels were 
slated to undertake to sweep com­ 
munists from the vicinities of these 
waters. 
Indication the Nationalist gov­ 
ernment w'as proceeding with the 
drive against the reds, as announced 
a fortnight ago by President Chiang 
Kaishek, were seen in statements 
by numerous Nanking officials on 
week-end trips to Shanghai

ficials claimed 35,000 soldiers already 
have passed through Hankow into 
Hunan province, while 80.000 t i ­ 
ered Kiangsi through Kiukiang and 
mailer cities further up the Yang-

The troops, officials said, 
were preparing to proceed south­ 
ward in three columns, hoping to 
sweep the provinces clear of outlaws 
of every description.
